R ailroad Congressional Investigating Com ­ 
m ission m et to-day at its office in W all 
street. 
Ex-G overnor Robert E. I’attison, ot 
Pennsylvania, sw ore C. P. H untington, 
who was the first w itness. 
T he exam ina­ 
tion was conducted by E. E llery A nderson. 
T he w itness stated th at he had been con­ 
nected w ith the road since its organization, 
in 1801. 
H is particular business was to a t­ 
tend to the financial m atters. 
T he m ain 
office was in ban Francisco, w here the D i­ 
rectors' m eetings took place. 
H im self and 
another V ice-President live in New Y'ork. 
but the com pany never had kept a set o f 
books here. 
T hey com m enced building road w ith 
sm all contractors, and as they did no t get 
along very well w ith the construction, a 
contract was let to Mr. Crocker. 
T his was 
w ithin about one year of th e passage of the 
Act of 1802. 
T he m oney for the construc­ 
tion was provided for’ by contribution. 
From tlie tim e th e road was com m enced to 
th e tim e of its com pletion th e prices of 
m aterial w ent up from 200 to 300 per cent. 
Iron was $150 per ton, locom otives cost 
$8POO, and beforethey got through as m uch 
as $32,000 was paid. 
They paid in gold for 
all their supplies, and th at was how they 
cam e to a stand-still for funds to continue 
its construction. 
Garrison anil D. O. M ills 
were asked to join in the enterprise, but 
they could not sec their way clear to a safe 
investm ent. 
At this tim e Senator Stanford 
and M r Crocker were ow ners of m ost of 
the stock of the Contract and Finance 
Company, which was organized to continue 
the building of the road. 
W itness then described the difficulties 
under which they labored before the dif­ 
ferent branches w hich now constitute the 
m ain line were put through. In the seven­ 
ties they purchased steam ers to ru n in con­ 
nection w ith the road from San Francisco 
and other points on th e coast. 
They were 
part o f the purchase of the California Pa­ 
cific, w hich they bought. T hen the steam ers 
were sold to th e Central Pacific, to b e used 
as ferry-boats. 
H e d id n o t know how the 
transfer cam e about, tlie price paid, nor 
w hat effect it had on th e m arket price of 
the stock. 
Tlie road ho was interested in, 
the Central Pacific, he thought was operat­ 
ing those steam ers to-day. T here was no t 
m uch profit in them . T he California an d 
Oregon road was consolidated w ith th e 
Central Pacific. It runs from Portland, Or., 
to San Francisco, ar.d was-an Oregon com ­ 
pany. 
T he construction, was com m enced 
in ist>8, and the land grant was m ade in 
I860. 
T he consolidation was effected about 
1870. 
A fter the consolidation the Pacific 
Im provem ent Com pany went on w ith the 
construction of the California and Oregon 
to Redding. 
Resum ing, he stated th at m uch of the 
stock of the com pany was sold to the Con­ 
tract and Finance Com jam y before the A ct 
of 1862, anil again that it was his im pres­ 
sion th at there was not any stock issued. 
T he law required th at 10 per cent, should 
be pu t up before they could organize. Con­ 
tracts were paid paitly in stock and partly 
in cash. 
T he cash was produced by in d i­ 
viduals. 
They were not paid by m oney 
subscribed for the stock. 
W itness denied th at m oney w as ever 
given to Congressm en to influence them in 
favor of the com pany, bu t he adm itted th at 
th e com pany’s counsel had used m ore 
m oney Ilian usual w hile Congress was 
sitting. 
W itness was questioned as to the lease of 
the C entral Pacific to th e Southern Pacific, 
and be adm itted that he was interested in 
both com panies and had recom m ended the 
consolidation.

HOW THE INTERSTATE FOLLY WORKS. 


The injection into our domestic econ­ 
omy of the protective principle as between 
States and localities in the common coun­ 
try, and as between the citizens of the na­ 
tion. is a novel and dangerous experim ent 
for which the Democratic adm inistration is 
responsible, and for which the |>eople will 
certainly call it to account. 
It has established this new doctrine at 
the exj>ense of its free-trade creed, by pro­ 
jecting the interstate commerce bill into 
our systtm of laws. Through this meas­ 
ure the Democracy and the Democratic 
President at its head has said, despite all 
natural laws to the contrary, th at here­ 
after transportation shall he known as 
commerce, and upon it there shall be lev­ 
ied a tax that shall be paid by the pro­ 
ducers on the one hand, and the consumers 
on the other. 
The rivers and other navigable waters 
are natural arteries of commerce, upon 
which no charge is levied or toll exacted. 
T he railways of the land have been en­ 
gaged in knitting the country together, in 
bringing the distant producer and the dis­ 
tant Consumer to each others’ doors, anil 
enabling them to exchange their products 
and the results of their industries with 
the least possible friction, and forthe high­ 
est possible reward. 
In doing this the 
railways voluntarily surrendered to the 
commercial exigencies growing out of the 
existence of the free water ways. 
The two 
were driven by necessity to transport 
each as cheaply as the other between 
points where they met. 
Upon that basis 
the minimum charge for carriage was es­ 
tablished. and the producers and the con­ 
sumers having the option to choose be­ 
tween these carriers, reaped the benefit, 
while both the water and rail carriers 
were also benefited by increased traffic 
and 
business 
development, 
and 
re­ 
mained 
undisturbed in their right to 
charge the true value of the service for 
carriage between points where the two fact­ 
ors do not meet. 
But this, too, was lower 
than it would have been, hut for the min­ 
imum rate growing out of the competition 
referred to, since the latter, known as the 
through rate for the long haul, enabled 
carriers to utilize their surplus capacity 
and facilities. 
No carrier system can exist and m ain­ 
tain its capacity on a level with the de­ 
mands for local service only. Its salary, in­ 
vestment and other costs continue, w hether 
the local traffic absorbs half or three- 
fourths ot the carrying capacity. 
The 
surplus, therefore, represents the excess of 
capacity over local demand, and it is this 
excess that is employed in the comjietitive 
or through service, at the competitive or 
minimum rate for the long haul. 
Now a Democratic, free-trade admin­ 
istration 
declares 
that 
the 
railways 
shall 
not 
adjust 
themselves 
to 
the 
natural 
arteries 
of 
transportation; 
they shall 
not 
employ their surplus 
capacity at the competitive rate, unless 
they accord that rate to local and non­ 
competitive traffic also. 
,\s the latter is 
the basis for any operation at all, the roads 
cannot accept the conditions, and the water­ 
ways, to which the law does not apply, are 
thus protected at the expense of the |ieo- 
ple of all the States crossed !>v rail lines. 
1 ake the case of Chicago and St. Louis. 
Both are directly related to the ocean. 
Both are ocean ports, indeed, and they 
compete for the produce of the West, in 
exchange for their merchandise imjtorts 
and their manufactures. 
Chicago invests 
in rail lines to bring Western produce at a 
tow rate to her d oor. O f course this bene­ 


f i t s the producer and develops his capacity 
and inure- also to the ticnefit of the con­ 
sumers. 
But < hieago must bring in these 
products ju st as ( heaply as St. Louis, her 
competitor. 
And this was being done, and 
there wa- no reason for complaint. 
Now comes this free-trade Democratic 
President and bis Congress and prohibits 
the citizen of Chicago from continuing 
his enterprise, and thereby protects St. 
Louis at the exiiense of the other locality. 
T he Chicago citizen has elim inated dis­ 
tance at L is own cost, secured the pro­ 
ducer in a market, and a choice of m ar­ 
kets, and the consumer the lowest cost for 
his necessities. 
But the law refuses the 
Chicago citizen the right to haul Western 
produce to his m arket at a low rate, unless 
he will perform a like service for a non­ 
competitor, who, under no circumstances, 
can command a rate below the value of 
the service. 
The long distance was not overcome at 
the expense of either the producer or con­ 
sum er. 
1 hey did not ask for this protec­ 
tion ot one citizen at the expense of 
another of a common country, but the 
free-trade Democracy has forced it upon 
them. 
It has declared th at the price of 
products at the pfint of exportation shall 
iie low, and correspondingly high at the 
point 
of 
delivery. 
The 
producer iu 
the 
West 
must 
take 
a 
low 
price 
for all he sell)— because Congress prohibits 
the elimination of distance by a low rate— 
and pay a high price for all he receives. 
T h s is ‘"free trade with such a vengeance 
that the consumer class will presently be 
heard from, pronouncing its verdict upin 
the Democratic Administration that has 
by statute entered upon the work of es­ 
tranging the |>eople of the several States 
from each other.

1 he im migration from Europe steadily 
increases, and what is serious about it is

It is probably an exaggerated 
statem ent, but there is enough of truth in 
the claim to invite sober thought. 
An­ 
other feature of the current immigration 
its large number of highly skilled work­ 
men. 
Lmplovers charge this to necessity 
and the trades-unions. 
The latter reply 
that lack of skilled workmen is not due to 
their apprentice regulation, but to the in­ 
complete workmen the American system 
turns out—th at is, that thorough appren­ 
ticeship is not eueouraged by manufact­ 
urers. 
But the reply to this is obvious 
and unanswerable. 
If the apprentice reg- 
lations of the union really conserved the 
best interests of the manufacturer, he 
would lie hand in glove w ith them . 
Man- 
faeturers competing with the resulta of 
killed la!>or abroad, will never rcfu-e 
skilled home workmen of eqpal capacity 
with those who are alien ; nor can we con­ 
ceive th at American manufacturers will 
voluntarily refuse to aid the conversion of 
apprentices into thorough journeymen. 
Still another feature of the increasing 
tide of im migration is the contract sys­ 
tem. 
A recent issue of a paper published 
in the Staffordshire potteries said : 
There is a great dem and in English m anaged 
potteries iu New Jersey for potters. Tile wages 
offered are 50 per cent, better than those paid 
here, and m en who w ill sign contracts to work 
for at least one year at 
por ten t, under 
Trenton prices can secure free trausT>ortation 
for them selves and th eir families. 
The question now arises if such con­ 
tracts are not sufficient to prevent the law­ 
ful landing of such im m igrants? 
In this 
connection it is worthy of note that the 
London Telegraph has recently given ex­ 
tended editorial attention to the emigra­ 
tion movement, and it concludes th at there 
is a growing hostility to it in this country, 
but adds that w hether we like it or not, 
nothing is more certain than that Euro­ 
pean im migration to America will assume 
unusual proportions this year. 
The Tele­ 
graph will probably discover presently that 
w hether European States like it or not, 
there will in the not distant future, lie 
further restrictions ujgm immigration ; not 
probably to prevent the incoming of any 
desirable persons, but the undesirable, the 
dangerous, the noil-assimilative, the An­ 
archists, radical Socialists, and all the 
class who (ome here to brew trouble, will 
be [>ut in the same catagory with the 
“as-isted" emigrants, and turned back.

I would like to know if the statement of 
the Chinamen, "Me buy eiu littiepermit," is 
correct. 
Their statem ent appears to be 
true, as they continue to hydraulic while 
anti-debris men are in town. There are 
now four Chinese companies hydraulieking 
at or near Dutch Flat. 
I would also like to know if Jim Gould, 
Halsey, Jeff Doolittle, Tom Bailey, S. H ar­ 
riman, B. Woodward and W. Parrim an 
have, like the Chinamen, “bought em 
littie perm it?" 
Although papers have 
been served on the Little York and Liberty 
H ill C. M. and W . Co., still a crew of from 
30 to 40 Chinamen are hydraulieking at 
Liberty H ill. 
At Nary Red is a crew of 
Chinamen hydraulieking. 
Facts which we have here stated can be 
shown any day (or night, rather, for when 
your men are in town the water is shut off 
in daytime, but bowlders are blasted and 
powder drifts are run as u su al; but after 
night the water is again turned on and hy- 
draulicking is carried on with redoubled 
energy). 
If the statem ent of the Chinamen, “Me 
buy em littie perm it,” is correct and it ap­ 
pears to be, why not state the price and to 
whom the money is to be paid, and let the 
poor white trash have a chance. 
It is now shown that for a money con­ 
sideration hydraulic mining can be con­ 
tinued. 
“The damage to the navigable 
streams" appears to be only a myth or ex­ 
cuse, and why not drop the mask alto­ 
gether, as facts at present go to show that 
Chinamen and others wfio are willing to

T he charge will rem ain over the 
prisoner, how ever, and if he escapes con­ 
viction on the first two com plaints he will 
have to answ er to th e third.

The Order Suspending Section Four for 
the Transcontinental Roads. 
Follow ing is the order of the Commission 
relieving the Southern Pacific from the op­ 
eration o f the haul clause : 
The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
at a session held at its rooms, in the city of 
W ashington, on the 23d day of April, 1S87, 
in the matter of the petition o f the South­ 
ern Pacific Company, application having 
been made to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, under Section 1 of the Act of 
Congress entitled “ An Act to regulate com­ 
merce,” by the Southern Pacific Company, 
a common carrier subject to the provisions 
of said Act, for authority to charge less for 
a longer than for a shorter distance in cer­ 
tain cases; that is to say, for the transpor­ 
tation o f property. 
First—Between San 
Francisco, Sacramento, Stockton, Marys­ 
ville, San .Tose, Oakland, Los Angeles and 
San Diego, in California; Portland and As­ 
toria, in Oregon ; Tacoma, in W ashington 
Territory; Victoria, in British Columbia ; 
and El Paso, in Texas, on the cue hand, 
and New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Bal­ 
timore, Newport News, Richm ond and ail 
points com m only rated with them , or 
either of them on the other hand. 
Second 
—Between the same western points and 
Chicago, St. Louis. Memphis, New Orleans 
and points east thereof. 
Third—Between 
the same western points and Galveston and 
Houston, in Texas, and points on the Mis­ 
souri river and east thereof, at lower rates 
than are charged between the same eastern 
points, respectively, and local points on the 
line of said petitioner, and said common 
carrier having presented as a reason for 
granting its said application the existence 
of water competition and other competing 
agencies not subject to the Act to regulate 
commerce, claim ing that the rates to and 
from the said points which must be met in 
order to obtain through business are too 
low to enable said com mon carrier to carry 
on its business it applied to intermediate 
local points, and further claim ing that 
great disturbance of business will occur if 
the provisions o f the fourth section of said 
Act are im mediately applied according to a 
construction thereof which shall treat the 
business above distinguished as substan­ 
tially sim ilar in its circumstances and con­ 
nections, and it appearing to the Oouimis- 
.siou, after an investigation of said petition 
and the lacts presented in support thereof, 
to be a proper case for a temporary order 
until the Commission can make a complete 
exam ination of the matters alleged as rea­ 
sons for relieving said com mon carrier 
from the operation of said section of said 
Act, it is ordered that the said application 
be and the sam e is hereby granted tempo­ 
rarily, subject to modification or revocation 
■i>y the Commission at any tim e upon hear­ 
ing or otherwise, and the said Southern 
Pacific Company is hereby temporarily re­ 
lieved from the operation o f Section 4 of 
said Act to the extent specified in the re 
citáis of the order and for a period not 
greater than seventy-five days from this 
d ate; subject, however, to tiie restriction 
that while this order remains in force said 
common carrier shall not charge or receive 
compensation for the 
transportation of 
property between stations on its line where 
more is charged for a shorter than for a 
longer haul which shall be greater than 
the rates hitherto in force prior to the 20th 
day of April, instant. 
It is a further con­ 
dition of this order that a printed copy 
hereof shall be forthwith publicly posted 
and kept with the schedule rates and 
charges at every station upon the line of 
said company, for the use of the public.

SAN 
FRANCISCO AND 
VICINITY, 


The body of W. F. Turney was recovered 
from the bay Tuesday. 
The deceased was 
one of the printers who was drowned on 
the 10th instant by the capsizing of a sail­ 
boat. 
J. P. W hitney, of Boston, has bought the 
First Unitarian Church property, on Gearv 
street, near Stockton, for $120,000, and will 
build a five-story edifice costing as much 
more. 
Pressed brick arid sandstone will 
compose it. 
The Secretary of the Alameda Board of 
Trade has received assurance from Gen­ 
eral Manager Towne that Alam eda will 
henceforth be put on the tim e table of the 
company, so that tickets m ay be purchased 
to the place direct. 
The conductors and gripmen on the 
Geary-street cable road have been made 
jubilant by the announcem ent that their 
hours of labor hereafter w ill be half an 
hour shorter than heretofore, so that they 
will now work twelve hours a dav, instead 
of twelve hours and a lialf, as formerly. 
The new Board of Directors lias also de­ 
cided to pay 30 cents an hour for overtime 
and to require extra men to make two more 
trips daily than they do at present. 


S e n a to r M itch e ll’s V iew s. 
United States Senator John H . Mitchell, 
of Oregon, arrived in San Francisco this 
week from W ashington, and reports great 
prosperity both in the Middle, Western 
and Eastern States. 
In an interview pub­ 
lished in the Examiner lie said; 
“ Times are very prosperous there, but 
there are grave fears that ow ing to the fail­ 
ure of Congress to do som ething with the 
large surplus in the Treasury, there will be 
great stringency before long. 
The surplus 
is now about $174.(k)0,00<>, and there are 
only about $20,900,000 more of the3-per 
cent, bonds to he redeemed. 
These w ill 
probably be redeemed by July 1st, when 
the surplus will increase at the rate of $$,­ 
000,000 to $10,000,000 per m onth.” 
Senator M itchell inquired how the inter­ 
state commerce iaw was working here, and 
when told that it was not working very 
well, that the people did not like it, he 
said : 
” I predicted as much at the tim e it was 
up for passage,” and the Senator referred 
to his speech made at that time. 
“ I don’t 
think, ■ said lie, “ that the fourth section 
applies to scarcely a transcontinental road 
in the 1 nited States, tor the reason that 
the circumstances and conditions govern­ 
ing and regulating the transportation of 
freight and passengers on these long hauls 
are essentially dissimilar to those o f the 
short haul. The interstate law does not 
effect the purpose, either, desired hv the 
people of the Middle States, 
They have 
not been helped out any.” 


1*0 S to v ep ip e H a ts M a k e B a ld H e a d s ? 
The habit of wearing warm coverings on 
the head is not of recent date; the armies 
of Europe, for instance, no inconsiderable 
number of m en, with heads close cropped, 
have worn for a long period warmer and 
heavier liead-gearthan the modern dwellers 
in cities, without the same ten ’ency to 
baldness. 
Nor are the heavy fur coverings 
of northern races incompatible with lux­ 
uriant hair. 
It is also difficult to under­ 
stand what injury can result from close 
cutting, per te. 
The growth is in the iiair- 
tjilicle, and in it alone: there is no vital 
connection between the hair outside the 
scalp and within ; it is usually cut closest 
at the back of the head and neck, where 
baldness never occurs. 
AVould not close 
cutting rather stim ulate the growth by ex­ 
posure of the scalp? 
Such at least is the 
popular belief. 
So, too. with indoor life ; 
women, who ought toshow it most, whether 
in the hom e or in the factory, are never 
bald as men are; on thecontrary.it is most 
common with men i;i good circumstances, 
as Mr. Eaton’s statistics show, men who 
spend a larger portion o f their daytime in 
i he open air than the indoor worker. 
I believe the com mon form of baldness 
is due entirely to the kind of hat that is 
worn, principally to the high hat and the 
hard felt hat, but also to any other Head- 
covering that constricts the blood-vessels 
which nourish the hair-buios. 
To have a 
clearer understanding of this, we must re­ 
member that the scalp is supplied with 
blood by arteries at the back, sides, and 
front of, and lying close to, the skull, 
which dim inish in size by frequent branch­ 
ing as they converge toward the top of the 
head. 
They are in a most favorable posi­ 
tion to be compressed, lying on unyielding 
bone and covered by thin tissue. 
Consider 
wbat effect must be produced by a close- 
fitting, heavy. and rigid hat; 
its pressure 
must lessen to a certain extent the llow of 
arterial blood, and obstruct to a greater e x ­ 
tent the return of the venous; 
the result 
being a sluggish circulation in the capil­ 
laries around the hair follicles and bulbs, a 
consequent impairment of nutrition, and 
final atrophy. 
The pressure is not trivial 
or imaginary, as any one will admit who 
has noticed the red band of congestion on 
the forehead when a hard nat is removed 
after moderate exercise.— Popular Science 
Monthly.
